The Marianists also devote time to the physical care and 
development of their students. Under organized recreational activities, 
the boys receive sufficient exercise in soccer, baseball, basketball, track 
and field and even in " cops and robbers.” 


The Marianists as specialized educators teach all normal 
subjects that are found in ordinary secondary and elementary schools. 
Saint Joseph's students receive Marianist instruction in the basic 
three R's to calculus and other college preparatory work. 


Through their Religion and Ethics courses, the Maria- 
nists here at St. Joseph's amply provide for the spiritual 
nurture of their students from every grade whether they be 
Catholics or non-Catholics. 


Saint Joseph College is an institution for vacational guidance 
as well as for better Christian education. Courses are accordingly 
divided to suit the capabilities of the students thus placing them on 
the right track toward their Eternal Destination. 


Saint Joseph College is an institution conducted by 
the Marianists well known for their teaching activities 
especially in high schools all over the world. These religious 
go about sanctifying their lives and educating youth under 
the auspices of Mary, Mother of Jesus and of men. Father 
Chaminade often referred to the religious order he founded 
as "The Queen's Guard" and therefore, the Marianist 
takes besides the three ordinary religious vows of poverty, 
chastity, and obedience, a fourth vow, stability, a consecra- 


tion to the Blessed Virgin. This vow makes them permanent 
and irrevocable servants of Mary. 

There are three categories of Marianists: priests, 
teaching brothers, and working brothers, all united into one 
corporate religious body and enjoying the same privileges 
in the Society of Mary. Three priests and fifteen teaching 


Brothers help carry out Mary's work at SUC. Our Brothers, 
whose purpose is not to earn a living but to educate and 
instruct youth for Christ, teach all subjects that are found 
in ordinary secondary and elementary schools. When the 
school day comes to an end, they gather in the chapel to 
perform their own religion duties. In order to relieve 
themselves from the tension caused through teaching, the 
Brothers relax by joining up with their lads in a game or 
two, by a quiet stroll along the Bluff, or by personally 
renewing their own filial intentions to Mary in the chapel. 

Boys may come and graduates may go but the Mari- 
anists remain at the helm of SJC guiding it in the sweet 
rays of the Star of the Sea towards greater success for the 
souls of its students past and present. 


Through the memorable Marianist impressions deeply rooted 
in the graduates and through the sound religious instruction infused 
into their minds, the influence of the Marianists has spread even

1947 saw him commemorate his golden jubilee as a greliious educator, and in the same year, he 
relurnd to S. J. C. where for the nezt ten years he took charge of the science-mathematics division 
of the High School Department. Then he returned to St. Louis College, Hawaii, only to return 
also to his Maker and to his Mother, the Blessed Virgin

On October 6, 1958 Pius XII, Pope of Peace and 82 
year old spiritual Leader of nearly a half billion Roman 
Catholics throughout the world, passed away in his summer 
residence in Castel Gandolfo, Italy. Already, by millions, he 
is looked upon as a saint, and his early canonization is re- 
garded as certain. With his demise passed one of the greatest 
‘figures of the 20th century. 

A solemn memorial service was held at the Sacred Heart 
Cathedral, Yokohama, presided by the Most Reverend Bishop 
Luke Arai in October, 1958. 


Brother Edward Sandrock S. M. 

On April 4, 1958, Brother Edward Sandrock passed to Eternal Happiness. He was a big man 
and held big positions, and a very checkered career was hit. First France, then land in the 
Occident: first China then Japan in the Orient were the scenes of his educational autivities. Born in 
Alsace in 1879, he grew up to be a true French patroit. During World War I Brother Edward 
served two years as interpreter for the Allied Forces. On to Japan he directed for nine years 
the destinies of St. Mary's Apostolic School, ch was late sd by the atomic bomb. 
‘Then intrepidly he returned to China to sta mission and remained there till the Communist 
drove him out in 1947. Since that time Brother Ed, a model of Marianist kindness and zeal, helped 
rect the library and taught at S. J.C. until he answered the call of his Creator.

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FACULTY OF S.J.C. 


Saint Joseph College has a faculty of twenty-four, of whom two 
are non-teaching ; four are non-Marianists. There are three Marianist 
priests and 15 Brothers. 

During the 59 years since its founding, SJC has borne witness 
to many great Marianist events.
